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Manager Details Community 
Center Financing Issues

As city council and staff proceed with the development 
of plans for the new community eenter to be located at 
Center School, they must resolve a number of issues relating 
both to the cost of renovating and remodeling the old build¬ 
ing and the cost of operating the facility. These issues were 
raised by staff at a work session held in December. Although 
the issues are not yet resolved, council has agreed to proceed 
with plans for the full renovation of the building with the 
understanding that, if necessary, some of the work could 
be deferred to a future date, at which time the city would 
have its plans ready to go. 

Tax Rate Impact 


In a business p'un outlining fi¬ 
nances, Oity Manager Dan Hobbs 
advised council that the impact 
upon property taxes for renovat¬ 
ing and operating the center will 
be a rate increase of 10 cents. He 
noted that at the time of the bond 
issue referendum the city had es¬ 
timated' a tiax rate impact of 10 
to 12 cents. Half of this increase 
will be needed to pay for debt 
service on the $3 million bond 
issue authorized by the favorable 
vote at the referendum. The oth¬ 
er five cents will be needed for 
the city’s subsidy of operating 
costs .as it is anticipated that 
reve nues receive d from rentals 
and user fees will not be suffi¬ 
cient to meet all expenses. For 
a $100,000 home, the cost im¬ 
plication would be $36.68 per 
year. 

Construction Costa 

The total cost for doing all 
work required, including an ad¬ 
dition for a theater shell, is $6.8 
million. However, the construc¬ 
tion funds available are estimated 
to be only $3.75—a shortfall of 
over $2 million. Two possible 
grants, for which applications 
have been made, could reduce 
that shortfall. They are a $500,- 
000 grant for a Senior Center 
and Adult Day Care Center and 
a Community Development Block 
Grant of $200,000. Another $456,- 
700 could be saved by deferring 
the replacement of roofs and 
windows. The theater shell, if 
not built, would slave another 
$473,000. Even with all those re¬ 
visions, the city still needs to 
find another $470,000. 

Hobbs also provided a list of 
items which could be deferred 
from which council could choose. 
He advised that for a minimum 
cost of $3.6 million, an amount 
less than the amount of funds 
available to the city, the entire 
building could be fixed up to 
comply with building, handicap 
access and sufety codes although 
it would otherwise be left in its 
existing condition. Another 
alternative listed would be either 
to close or tear down the 1967 
addition to the building, which 
would reduce the building op¬ 
erating costs as well, but would 
would eliminate some of the uses 
currently planned for the build¬ 
ing, such as either the nursery 
school or adult day care. City 
staff still does not have figures 
for the savings in cost if this 
alternative were to be considered. 

Operating Costs 

Hobbs estimates an annual 
operating cost for the center of 


$375,000. Rental fees are esti¬ 
mated to amount to $132,000. A 
breakdown of these costs is: fa¬ 
cilities staff, $117,000; cleaning 
custodians, $104,500; utility costs 
(water, sewer, electric, etc.), 
$150,000; other costs $3,500. 

Not all of the building is to 
be rented. Almost half of it will 
be used for the conduct of city 
recreational programming, such 
as the senior activities center 
and the multi-purpose gym, or 
for other city uses. To be rented 
are spaces for the adult day 
care facility, the nursery school 
and artist studios. Artists are 
proposed to be charged at the 
annual rate of $6 a square foot, 
while the other two users will be 
charged $7 a square foot. These 
charges are based upon those 
made at similar facilities. A 
small amount of space (about 
800 s.f.) is proposed to be leased 
to the News Review for $1,200 
a year, based upon the paper’s 
indication of the amount it would 
be able to pay-

Among components of the plan 
were installation of a footbridge 
over the seasonal creek bed, cov¬ 
ering the existing trail system 
with wood; mulch, and the addi¬ 
tion of numerous plantings.

Metro Excavation Provides 


Bonanza for Area Gardeners

Free top soil and wood chips are available to Greenbelt 
residents from the piles at Northway ballfields. Once again 
the city has piled mounds of materials for use in city pro¬ 
jects, which is also being made available to the public. Resi¬ 
dents can take some of the square-cut hardwood chips and 
good quality top soil. The latter was farm soil and has a 
ph of 6.9. 


The piles are located near the 
east end of Northway not far 
from the ballfields. The chips 
are north of the ballfields 
(straight ahead as one enters 
the area). The top soil is mound¬ 
ed west of the ballfields (to one’s 
right as one enters the ballfields 
area). 

There are 10,000 cubic yards 
of soil already in place and more 
is expected. 

Both top soil and chips come 
from the construction site of 
the Greenbelt Metro station. The 
city has agreed to take what¬ 
ever materials the construction 
contractor did not want. Since 
the contractor has delivered the 
materials, the dty did not pay 
for either the materials or their 
transport. 

According to Carl Hirsch. Di¬ 
rector of Public Works, at least 
$160,000 has already been saved 
for the city by getting the soil 
for free. In the past the city 
has paid at least $16 to $24 a 
cubic yard for soil. The value of 
the wood chip pile is estimated 
at $2000, 

All those dump trucks that 


went up and down Crescent Road, 
Hillside Road, and Northway in 
mid-January were delivering the 
top soil and wood chips* The 
steady stream of dump trucks 
may again return if the city gets 
a permit to place the soil north 
of the ballfields, but such a sec¬ 
ond delivery would last only for 
a couple of weeks at most 

The city can really use the top 
soil and wood chaps, said! Hirsch. 
Square-cut wood chips can be 
used in the many city play¬ 
grounds. Rehabilitation work can 
also be done on ballfields and 
on eroded areas in “Buddy” 
Attick Lake Park. 

Other anticipated projects 
possible with this soil include 
work on eroded slopes near un¬ 
derpasses, creation of new is¬ 
lands in the renovation of the 
Roosevelt Center parking lot, and 
work on the Community Center. 
Another possible use for the top 
soil is a berm to block the view 
of the Public Works compound 
from the Attick Park. 

Erosion control devices sur¬ 
round the soil mounds. These will 
be seeded with wildf lowers, said 
Hirsch*

You 
have advocated “all-weather” sur¬ 
face for these trails in the in¬ 
terest of providing “safe off- 
street routes to the school.” 

I oppose any further construc¬ 
tion of such trails, which pre¬ 
sumably would be made of black¬ 
top or concrete, through a wood¬ 
ed area that is so small. Now 
that the trees are without leaves, 
the small size of this area is 
painfully obvious*.

No one is suggesting children 
cross one more street than is 
necessary.

Book Bashed 

I used to wonder why 20% of 
the freshmen (at my university, 
U. Md.) are retaking (high- 
school) Algebra 2 and another 
15% are even retaking Algebra 
1 even though “earning” a pass¬ 
ing grade in Algebra 2 (in high 
school) is required for admis¬ 
sion. Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERiHS) uses the text¬ 
book Algebra 2 and Trig by Dol- 
ciani, Graham, Swanson and 
Sharron. (It is not used at all 
the high schools in PG County). 
I have analyzed this book from 
my two perspectives as a parent 
and as a college teacher of math¬ 
ematics. I discovered that this 
textbook is horrendous and it is 
a major contributory cause for 
many a child's low level of ach¬ 
ievement and self-confidence to 
do algebra. I a/m writing this 
letter to. inform Greenbelt chil¬ 
dren and their parents that Dol- 
ciani, et al., deserves much of the 
blame for many children's dif¬ 
ficulty with algebra and to warn 
parents of teenagers at ERHiS 
that this book is dangerous to 
your child's self-confidence and 
mathematics education. 

Dolciani was the chief author 
of a set of high school mathe¬ 
matics textbooks — the “new 
math” of the 1960s- Unfortunate¬ 
ly for our children, D's specialty 
is to take difficult concepts from 


college texts, remove the explan¬ 
ations, and the diagrams and then 
inflict these concepts on unsus¬ 
pecting high school pupils. 

These books have generated 
math anxiety, math phobia 
and loss of self-confidence in 
thousands of Greenbelt pupils. 

This has resulted in many of 
our children unnecessarily avoid¬ 
ing careers in science and engi¬ 
neering. 

In 1987, in reaction to the in¬ 
effectiveness of math instruction, 
the Maryland State Dept, of Edu¬ 
cation was wise enough to issue 
official goals for math instruc¬ 
tion which say that the students 
will develop an appreciation of 
and a positive attitude toward 
mathematics, will develop the 
mathematical reasoning ability 
required in problem solving and 
decision-anaking situations and 
will develop the ability to apply 
mathematics in personal, socie¬ 
tal, technological scientific and 
career settings. Using D's text 
at ERHS is incompatible with 
these official goals. 

If, back in the 1960's, an “evil 
empire” had smuggled a “mole” 
into the UJS. with the task of 
sabotaging the mathematics edu¬ 
cation of our children, there are 
very few things that hie/she 
might have done that would have 
been more damaging than Dol- 
ciani’s set of mathematics books.

Tillie Wetter, 82, died Friday, Feb. 5, after being hit 
by a car near the Mishkan Torah Synagogue where she had 
just attended evening services. 


Born on August 22, 1910 in 
the Bronx area of New York 
City, she was the fifth (and only 
girl) in a family of eight. Her 
mother died young, and Tillie 
developed! a self-reliance that 
carried her through Hunter Col¬ 
lege to a R.A. in Education (ma¬ 
joring in Political Science). In 
her later years, she received a 
Master's Degree in Guidance. 

Tillie and her husband Arthur 
moved to Greenbelt in 1943, 
where they raised sons Boh and 
Steve. She concentrated most of 
her time on her family until 
1951, when she began teaching 
elementary school. For a time, 
they lived away from Greenbelt 
(in University Park and in Mar¬ 


gate, New Jersey), hut they re¬ 
turned here in the 1960s and she 
taught in the County School Sys¬ 
tem; she was at Greenbelt Cen¬ 
ter School when she retired in 
the early 1970s. By that time, 
her husband had died. 

A little known part of her 
life was the time and energy 
she spent helping her son Steve 
in his battle with schizophrenia. 

Activitijes 

After her retirement, she con¬ 
centrated much of her time and 
talents with the Mishkan Torah 
congregation. Her special inter¬ 
est was the Hebrew School 
where, recounts Rabbi Saul Grife, 
“she was the grandmother to 
every little kid." Always an avid

reader (she took stacks out of 
the Greenbelt Library regularly), 
she immersed herself in Jewish 
studies and, recalls the Rabbi, 
“soaked up knowledge like a 
sponge." She gave generously of

her time. Linda Spivak, Presi¬ 
dent of the Synagogue, comments 
that Tillie was a member of the 
Religious Committee and the 
Education Committee for prob¬ 
ably well over two decades. 

She has been a member of the 
Synagogue Board of the Jewish 
Council for the Aged, a Life 
member of Hadlassah and of the 
National Council of Jewish Wo¬ 
men. She was fluent in Yiddish 
and Hebrew and understood Ger¬ 
man and French. She enjoyed 
traveling, and a highlight was a 
1972 trip to Israel. She was a 
member of the Hunter College 
Alumni Association. 

Independent 

Fiercely independent and with 
strong belief, her friends Evelyn 
Kaplan and Pearl Tubiash re¬ 
call her as “a doer, rather than 
just a talker.” Tillie became ac¬ 
tive in many causes: the Civil 
Rights movement, women's is¬ 
sues, activities of the Grey Pan¬ 
thers. She exhorted her friends 
to “call the White House—I have 
the number.” 

In the community, she was 
active in political campaigns and 
Causes and) was on many lists 
of probable volunteers. She sup¬ 
ported the Greenbelt Museum 
and even donated a child's Erec¬ 
tor set and a vintage electric 
mixer. She was an occasional 
proofreader for this newspaper 
during the last several years. 

In her years alone, Tillie nev¬ 
er thought of herself as old, 
reflects a friend. She once re¬ 
marked that she Was on her way 
to “drive the senior citizens to 
Bowie." She opened her house 
to strangers visiting the syna¬ 
gogue when it was necessary for 
them to -be able to wialk to the 
services. 

Spivack also recalls that Til- 
lie's independent spirit once led

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WINTER-DRIVING TIPS 

The following driving tip3, of¬ 
fered by the Maryland State 
Highway Administration, can 
maximize safety and minimize 
danger when driving in winter 
weather. 

Before Taking the Wheel 

—Check the car’s antifreeze, 
battery, defroster, heater, wipers, 
tires and the amount of gas in 
the tank. 

—Keep a bag of sand or kitty 
litter and a shovel in the trunk. 
It may come in handy if one 
geffcs stuck in a snow drift or 
has traction problems on ice. 

—People who must travel 
should prepare to leave early and 
allow plenty of extra time to 
reach their destination. 

—Drivers should allow a few 
minutes to remove all ice and 
snow from the windows and mir¬ 
rors and make every effort to 


keep it off. Good visibility is 
essential to a safe journey. 

Once in the Car 

—When a snow emergency is 
declared, every effort should be 
made to avoid driving. If it is 
necessary to be on the road, be 
sure the vehicle is equipped with 
chains, snow tires or radial tires. 
Even with the required equip¬ 
ment, when roadways are icy 
or snow covered, one should nev¬ 
er expect to drive as if the weath¬ 
er is clear and the road surface 
is dry. 

—At the beginning of the 
journey, start slowly and grad¬ 
ually. Test the brakes to de¬ 
termine how well the car can 
stop. Be sure to slow down and 
prepare to stop long before an 
intersection or stop sign. 

—Drivers should keep a safe 
distance between their vehicle 
and others on the road. Packed 
snow and ice may create a 


smooth* glass-like surface be¬ 
neath tires making it difficult 
to s>top or control the vehicle. 

—Bridges and ramps may be 
especially difficult to navigate. 
This is because ice forms sooner 
and remains longer on bridges 
than on roadways which retain 
and absorib heat from the sun 
or frequent automobile traffic. 

—Even good drivers can have 
problems with skidding in poor 
weather. To maintain control of 
the vehicle, avoid abrupt changes 


in speed or direction. 

—-The most effective way to 
slow down or stop is to pump 
the brakes. Drivers should avoid 
the impulse of slamming on their 
brakes which can cause skidding 
and may cause the brakes to lock, 
becoming totally ineffective. 

—If the car begins to skid, re¬ 
member: don’t panic and don’t 
slam on the brakes. A driver 
should take his/her foot off the 
gas pedal and immediately steer 
in the direction of the skid. For 


example, if the rear wheels go 
toward the right, the front wheels 
should be turned to the right. 

—Motorists should never pass 
a snow or salt truck! The opera¬ 
tor may not see the car or it 
may get caught on a snow cov¬ 
ered edge of a plow. Plus, driv¬ 
ing is much easier 20 feet be¬ 
hind the snow emergency ve¬ 
hicle. 

—If a driver is forced to aban¬ 
don her/his vehicle, move it as 
flar off the roadtaray as possible.
